VARIOUS  falfc  reports  having  been 
indiiftrioufly  propagated  concerning 
a  ncgociation  (if  it  may  be  fo  calleil)  faid 
to  have  been  carried  on  between  the  Earl 
of  Bute  and  the  hte  Earl  of  Chatham,  it 
h.is  been  thought  iudilpenlihly  neceffary 
to  draw  up  a  diftindt  and  authentic  ac¬ 
count,  from  papers  now  in  poffellion  of 
the  Earl  of  Chitham’s  family,  of  vvhjt 
did  pafs  relative  to  that  affair,  that  it  m  ly 
appear,  whether  the  tranfacMion  .did,  or 
dill  not,  originate  from  Lord  Chatham  ; 
and  that  it  may  be  clearly  afeertaiue  t 
w'lnt  were  his  fentiments  and  dirpolition 
with  regard  to  it. 

It  ap;>ears,  that  various  converfation* 
had  palfed  between  Sir  James  VV’'riijht  and 
Dr  Addington,  relative  to  Lord  Bute  and 
J..crd  Chatham,  previous  to  the  jvl  of  Fc-’ 
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bnitry  1778';  I'Wt  that  Lord  Chatham 
vas  in  no  wifp  aprriftd  of  this  till  the 
above* mtnuoncd  day,  on  which  Dr  Ad- 
dinet('n  went  to  naye8,and  read  to  Lerd 
Chatham  the  following  extract  of  a  letter, 
which  the  PoOor  inb»rmed  him  he  had 
that  morning  leciivcd  from  Sir  James 
Wright.

Dr  Addington’s  Narrative y  cont awing 
h  s  AerouKt  of  ivhat  pajf  d  relative  to  the 
ahoi'f  'Tranfadi'‘H, 

*'T'’IiK  fij-ft  time  Sir  James  Wripht  tal- 
I  ked  vkdth  Dr  Addington,  refpedting 
f.ord,  Ihitc  and  Lord  Chatham,  was  about 
the  beginning  of  January  1778. 

Sir  James  began  with  lamenting  the  fi- 
•  cf  this  country,  and  gave  it  as 
his  opinion,  that  the  t)nly  metfiod  of  fa- 
•irig  it  was,  for"  Lord  Bute  and  Lord 
t'lntliam  to  unite  firmly  together;  but 
real  ii  kinr,  that  they  were  two  of  the 
men  tlie  King  hated  moft.  After  various 
•nnverfations  on  this  matter,  Sir  James 
I  li  *,  I.ord  Bute  thought  Lord  Chatham 
hul  a  diftefpccl  for  him.  Dr  Addington 
'  P'ifd.,  that,  to  the  beft  of  his  remcm- 
me,  Lord  Chatham  had  never  once 
’  t  I^ord  Bute  to  him,  but  that  he 
tj'»'  Jit  Lord  Chatham  h.id  no  difrefpedt

He  fnicl  he  h.ad  not.  Sir  James  then 
faid,  that  fince  that  converfaiion  he  ha<l 
ften  Lord  Bute,  a?id  was  certain  he  had 
the  farr.e  earnefl  defirc  with  Loid  C)i.a- 
thain  to  fave  the  country  ;  and  w.as  alfo 
certain,  that  noliody  could  five  it  but 
liord  Cliaiham,  wlih  the  aflillauce  of 
I.ord  Bute  ;  th.ii  Lord  Bute  was  ready  to 
allilt  him,  and  would  be  Sf*erct.uy  of 
State  in  tiie  room  of  Lord  Weymouth. 
The  Doiftnr  undcrflood  th.at  I.ord  Bute 
had  told  Sir  James  fo ;  and  he  aftced  Sir 
James  once  or  twice  fince,  w’h ether  I.ord 
Huic  would  have  been  Secret.iry  of  St.^dc 
in  Lord  Weyinoutlds  place,  and  he  ^n- 
fw’cred.  Yes  he  would,  or  wimld  not, 
as  Lord  Chatluim  pletifcd.  When  Sir 
James  had  mentioned  I^irJ  Bute’s  rca- 
dinefs  to  atTift  Lord  Chatham,  and  to  be 
Secretary  of  State,  he  expreffed  a  willi 
that  the  whole  which  had  pafllVd  might 
be  communicated  to  Lord  Chatham.

The  Dodfor, 
notwithftanding,  was  permitted  to  ac¬ 
quaint  Lord  Chatham  with  Lord  Bute’s 
willinpnefs  to  be  Secretary  of  State,  and, 
as  he  underftood,  with  every  thing  elfe 
he  had  depofed.  which  is  not  cxprelTcd 
in  the  letter.

The  letter  is  dated  the  id  of  Janiury, 
1778;  it  ftuuild  have  been  dated  Feb¬ 
ruary  id.

Tiiis  was  about  the  year  1710;  nor  couid 
Ihe  be  perfuaded  to  return  under  new 
maHer.s  upon  the  molt  advantageous 
terms.  Wc  muft  however  except  one 
day  (which  we  have  already  mentumed}, 
when  (he  affided  her  good  friend  and  pa¬ 
tron  Mr  Betterton,  by  playing  Angelica 
in  Love  lor  Love  for  his  benefit. 

We  have  no  account  of  the  period  of 
Mrs  Brac< girdle’s  death,  but  fire  muff 
have  lurvived  her  retirement  from  the 
ftage  perhaps  more  tlian  forty  years,  at 
file  vra»  living  in  the  year  1741*  m  pcrfciTt 
health,  retaining  her  ufual  cheariuloefs, 
and  agreeable,  without  the  Iranfieni 
charms  of  youth.

“  I  am  likewife  commanded  by  his 
Majefty  to  defiic  your  Ciraee,  and  the 
reft  of  your  officers,  to  thank  the  private 
rrcii,  ill  his  name,  for  their  ferviees,  be¬ 
fore  they  are  difmiffcd,  in  order  that 
there  may  he  rnione  ptrfon  in  your  regi¬ 
ment  unacquainted  with  the  fenfc  bis 
Mr.iefty  ha.s  of  their  loyalty,  activity,  and 
gallant  behaviour  in  his  fervicc  :  quali¬ 
ties  which  have  been  fo  confpicuous  in 
your  Grace’s  regiment,  that  his  Majefiy|^ 
willing  to  retain  as  many  as  pofTible  ot 
fuch  foldici'S  in  his  fervicc,  has  been  plea- 
led  !•  order  a  regiment  of  dragoons  to 
be  raifed  at  the  fame  time  and  place, 
when  and  where  your  Grace’s  regiment 
fli.all  be  difbanded,  and  to  direct  that  as 
many  of  the  olfierrs  and  private  men  be¬ 
longing  to  your  (iracc’s  regiment,  as  fliall 
be  willing,  may  ferve  in  thefaid  regiment 
of  dragoons,  of  which,  as  a  fignal  mark 
of  honour  and  diftindion,  his  Royal 
llighnefi  the  Duke  of. Cumberland  will 
himfelf  be  colonel. 

“  As  this  is  a  great  and  moft  honour¬ 
able  proof  of  his  Majefty’s  royal  appro- 
b.ition  of  your  paft  ferviees,  fo  1  doubt 
not  but  that  your  Grace,  and  the  other 
otfcci  s  of  your  regiment,  will  engage  as 
many  as  may  be  of  your  men  to  enlift 
themfeivcs,  and  thereby  flicw,  that  the 
fame  zeal  continues  for  their  King  aud 
country,  which  they  have  already  fo  me- 
ritorioufly  exerted  in  defence  of  both.

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It  is  very  remarkable,  that  all  the 
r.en,  excepting  eight,  entered  imme-

who  <li(l  not  enter  gave  reafons  very  fa- 
t  I'ai'tory  and  honourable.  It  is  further  to 
be  mertioned,  that  there  were  three  but' 
r-.Tj  of  Nottingham  that  had  entered 
i;  to  the  Duke  of  Ki"gfton’8  regiment, 
whokil'cd  fourteen  rebels  each  at  the 
Ittc  biTtle  of  Culloden.

Handeri>,  it  was  though  necef- 
buy  to  have  a  body  of  light  cavalry  in 
o  n  icrvice,  as  well  as  the  foreign  ftates  : 
dcrefore.  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year 
''t.S  eleven  troops  of  light  dragoons, 
confifting  of  fixty-fivc  men  per  troop,  bc- 
th»-ec  ofiicers,  were  added  to  the 
ftvin  rcgirr.erts  of  dragoons  on  the  Bri- 
I  ef>  ibljihim^nt,  w^ho  were  difciplincd 
i  ' ulific.eiit  manner  from  the  heavy  re- 
t  ^  .Mts.  Till  this  time  the  horfe,  or 
»!)ers,  were  called  light  horfe,  to  dif-
